gars are becoming more plentiful every 
day, and quite a nuisance to our 
citizens.—Jtuleigh News, Sept 24.” 

And this auisance will continue, and 
increase, as Winter approaches, 

As all other nuisances, this can be 
readily removed, iteur citizens, would 
so determine. Theremedy is in giving 
the poor work; a sufliciency of work to 
render beggary unnecessary ; and then 
by steadily refusing beggars. This lat- 
ter proposition cannot be complied 
with, by the humane, (we are aware) 
unless such are conscious of having 
complied with the first. 

Then how is this to be done ? 

For more than a year, there bas 
existed in this community, a Society of 
benevolent ladies, whose object has 
been, to supply the poor with 


| work, and enable them to live without 


beywving or vice, 

On the south side of Edenton street, 
between Wilmington and Blount streets, 
isa repository of this Society, at whose 
door may be secn every Monday morn 
day a crowd of poor working women, 
eager for work—and this is supphed 
them asfaras the funds of the Society 
Will allow, Butsad to say, some have 
to leave without a supply; so smal! are 
the contributions of the citizens for this 
purpose ; and the poor of every denomi 
nation of christians receive their portion 
Without a question as to what church 
they belong. The ladies of the Episco- 
pal church have established, and con- 
tinue to labour, for the support of, this 
Socicty; but as the applicants increase, 
the means fail to meet their peeas ; and 
thus a resort to beggary cannot be pre 
vented, unless the beneveleat, of a:l 
denominations, would extend their aid, 
in contributions and orders for work, 

If our citizens generally would esti- 
mate the probable amount bestowed on 
beggars, by each, and place this sum in 
the hands of the Treasurer of the Relief 
Society, it would increase the value of 
their benevolence; for it would more 
surcly be applied to the relief of need; 
inasmuch as those who work for their 
means of support are less apt to misap- 
ply their gains. Begging is a thriftless 
as well as a vicious employment, and Is 
thie parent of sin and misery. The 
citizens Who are so much annoyed would 
change the annoyance into a real Liess- 
ing to themselves as well as the 
wretched beguars, by enabling them to 
respect themselves and pray for their 
deliverers from want and guilt. 

If beggary is considered a nuisance, 
why do not the much annoyed citizens 
remove the nuisance ? 

There is always a ready call for the 
city authorities to remove all other 
nuisances ; why not this / 

Let the pal! tax of the city be applied 
to tiie ppiy of employment to the 
poor, instead o. doling vat a pittance 
from time to time, which only ca- 
courages idleness. 

Why not give the work of the Peni- 
tentiary and Asylums to the poor, in- 
stead of appropriating the funds of 
those institutions to enrich « jew already 
thriving persons? When your much 
annoyed citizens have eilected these 
much necded reforms, let them know 
that they will not only relieve them- 
selves of the “annogance” of beggars, but 
call down a blessing to themselves. 

The ladies of the Relief Society have 
divided the city into wards, and ap- 
pointed zealous and eilicient visitors tor 
each, and it isthe duty of these visitors 
to make themselves acquainted with the 
teal condition of every poor family in 
their respective wards, to supply those 
who are in health with orders on the 
Repository for work, and the sick and 
infirm with pecuniary aid and comfort. 
To sympathize with them in sorrows 
and cares and impart instruction when 
ignorant of duty. 

These visitors are responsible for the 
work done in cach ward, and take care 
that sufficient price is paid tor the 
work ; so that all who feel disposed to 
aid in this charitable work may feel 
assured that all orders for work to be 
dove at the Repository, will be prompt- 
ly and satisfactori!y performed at usual 
prices, 

If our citizens generally would lend 
their aid, even in orders for work, to 
say nothing of pecuniary contribrtions, 
the society would very soon banish 
beggary from our midst; for as soon 
as sufficient employment is afforded to 
enable all the poor familics in_ their 
wards to live without a resort to chari- 
ty, the community wii be intormed of 
their favourable condition—and a re. 
quest be made, that evrry Leggar be re- 
fused assistance, but referred to the 
visitors of the ward, in which he or she 
resides. 

This is arule of the society, when in 
full success-—in ebedience to that com- 
mand of holy Scripture which says’: 
“He that will not work, neither shall 
he eat.” Thes. 3, 10. 

If the citizens of Raleigh generaliy 
would resolve that the poor should no 
longer havea pretext for begyary, they 
need fear no fturthe. annoyance trom 
the nuisance complained of. This 
plan has beca tricd in another town in 
this State and found perfectly  sue- 
cessful, 

At the Repositury of the Ladies Re- 
liet Society all orders for all kinds of 
work usually done by women will be 
received and promptly executed in the 
very best manner, from the finest work 
of the needle to the plainest knitting, 
netting, spinning, weaving, &., &e. 
Also house work, such as washing, iron- 
ing, scouring, wailing, &c,, will be 
engaged in by many of the workers of 
this Society at the usual wages, 

An order on the Repository tor such 
assistance wi!l be promptly attended to. 

As it has sounded the alarm, it is to 
be hoped that the News will lead the 
way tor the accomplishment of the 
very necdful objects of the Ladies Re- 
lief Society, by sending in orders or 
contributions, either to the Repository, 
or the President of the Society, Miss 
Eliza Hill, Hillsboro street.

Richards, a gentleman weil known in 
the city, was quietly returning home, 
having been on a visit to some friends, 
when he met a negro on Conti street, 
near No. 7’s engine house, coming hur- 
riedly up the street. Mr. Richards 
asked him what was the matter, when 
the negro, without stopping or reply- 
ing, fired upon him, the Lall passing 
entirely through his body, near the 
right side and just above the hip, in- 
flicting a severe but not dangerous 
wound. Mr. Richards cried “murder,” 
when Mr. Peyton came to his assistance, 
and afterin vain attempting to be ad- 
mitted into a house uear by, took the 
wounded man to Dr. D. E. Smith’s res 
idence, where he was properly atten- 
ded. 

A short time afler this occurrence, 
Mr. M. Morris, of the firm of Morris & 
Bro’s., living at the northwest corner of 
Conti and Franklin streets, heard a 
woman scream and opened his door, 
While looking out a negro passed by, 
and, without saving a word, fired upon 
Mr. Morris, wounding him = severely in 
the left shoulder. The wound was ofa 
serious nature, necessitating the remov- 
al of the head of the shoulder bone 
which was resected by Drs. Gillmore 
and Ketchum. The ball was imbedded 
in the head of the bone, shivering it 
very badly. 

Other parties were assaulted, among 
the number fr. Sangrouber, who was 
knocked down with a club by a negro, 
while shutting up his store on Dauphin 
street. These dastardly outrages have 
caused much excitement and indigna- 
tion in the city, the parties assaulted 
having nothing todo with the row at 
the meeting, and at the time were in 
another part of the city. Too cowardly 
to stand and fight, as seon as a row 
begins the jnegroes run like sheep, and 
when far removed from the scene of 
disturbance wreak, their vengeance 
upon innocent and unoffending parties.
